Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

T.  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971.. 

The  statistics  vary  little  from  previous  years,  showing 
a  fairly  stable  population  with  health  indices  near  the 
national  norm..  This  is  probably  the  last  year  with  such 
stability  (in  numbers)  and  the  next  report  will  show 
something  of  che  impact  of  the  early  changes  about  to  take 
place*  Detailed  planning  of  the  expanded  health  services 
necessary  was  commenced  during  the  year  which  resulted  in 
the  decision  to  have  two  centres  for  these  services,  one 
based  at  Stony  Stratford,  the  other  at  Wolverton,  One 
anticipates  that  the  existing  population  will  reap  benefits 
hitherto  impractical. 

In  the  communicable  diseases  sphere,  I  am  happy  to  report 
that  the  year  has  been  quiet  with  no  serious  or  significant 
outbreak,  though  the  occasional  appearance  of  gastro-ent eritis 
in  seme  areas  is  disturbing  and  warrants  investigation.  Lack 
of  basic  information  hampers  this. 

By  che  time  this  report  appears ,  the  Government  will 
have  made  known  its  intentions  on  the  reorganisation  of 
health  services.  The  Council  is  already  involved  in 
ensuring  adequate  public  representations  in  the  forthcoming 
new  large  district  councils,  and  I  would  like  it  to  consider 
this  aspect  on  the  new  Area  Health  Boards.  This  has  not 
been  a  feature  of  the  present  health  organisation,  but 
there  is  an  opportunity  for  more  adequate  community 
representation  in  1974  provided  the  case  for  this  is  properly 
put  forward.

Financial  implications  and  planning  aspects 
often  conflict  with  health  safeguards.  Your  officers  have 
always  insisted  and  will  so  continue  that  the  latter  must 
prevail .

This  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  department  has  given 
rise  to  difficulties.  The  improvement  of  a  private  licenced 
site  has  commenced  but  only  after  lengthy  discussion  and 
coercion. 

The  implications  of  sites  provided  for  construction 
workers  employed  on  New  Town  development  has  been  and  will 
be  cf  concern. 

We  hear  that  the  Development  Corporation  do  not  want 
construction  workers  tc  be  treated  as  second  class  citizens 
and  this  is  a  statement  of  the  obvious.  At  the  same  time 
proposals  are  promulgated  for  the  establishment  of  permanent 
caravan  parks  for  the  accommodation  of  such  workers.  It  is 
my  firmly  held  opinion  that  caravans  for  permanent 
occupation  can  only  afford  second  class  accommodation  and 
I  would  urge  all  concerned  to  consider  this  aspect  when 
proposals  of  this  nature  are  mooted.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


General 

The  year  has  seen  an  increasing  demand  from  the  public 
for  the  legible  and  clearly  understood  date  marking  of  food. 
There  is  much  to  commend  this  but  it  is  surprising  that 
whilst  this  vociferous  demand  is  made  gross  inadequacies 
in  food  handling  are  tolerated. 

In  the  past  years  I  have  stressed  that  a  public 
who  protests  at  bad  food  handling  and  unhygienic 
conditions,  is  a  strong  ally  in  assisting  the 
promulgation  of  good  food  handling  practice.
